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Municipal Budget 
Approved for Year 


The City council Tuesday 
night approved an estimated 
operating budget for expendi¬ 
tures totaling $354,363, an in¬ 
crease of approximately $6,000 
over the actual expenses of the 
last fiscal year which closed 
June 30, 1953. 

Virtually all of the increase 
is attributed to salary increases 
for city employees and depart¬ 
ment heads approved by the 
council as of July 1, 1953. 

Estimate Income 

Municipal income for 1953-54 
is estimated at $371,392, which 
is some $40,000 higher than 
actual receipts in 1952-53 but 
the differential is accounted for 
by anticipated state and county 
grants accrued to the credit of 
the city but not actually allo¬ 
cated within the past fiscal 
year. 

The City started its fiscal 
year July 1, 1953, with a bal-

ance on hand of $265,348, vir¬ 
tually all of which is ear¬ 
marked or restricted, including 
$43,000 in the Library Building 
fund, a residue of $6615 in the 
state tax fund which can be 
used only by agreement with 
the state, and $6,000 designated 
for fire-fighting equipment. 

Tax Rate Unchanged 

Out of this balance also 
must come part of the costs of 
maintenance and operation 
pending returns from tax col¬ 
lections near the end of the 
current fiscal year. 

The Council determined the 
amount of money to be raised 
by taxes and passed a resolu- 
tion setting the tax rate at $1.47 
which is unchanged from that 
of last year. This is broken 
down as follows: General fund, 
$1.00; Library, 15 cents; Debt 
Service, 20 cents, and City Park, 
12 cents.

Auto Theft 
High on 
Crime List 

Theft of automobile ranks 
high among the major crimes 
in Southern California and citi¬ 
zens should be on the alert to 
protect their cars from thieves, 
advises Dist. Atty. S. Ernest 
Roll. Statistics reveal that al¬ 
most 12.000 automobiles were 
stolen in Los Angeles county 
in 1952, and of this number 
approximately 6250 were stolen 
in the city. This latter number 
is exclusive of another 6000 
which were quickly recovered 
by the police. 

“There are two general clas¬ 
sifications of auto thieves,” ac¬ 
cording to Roll. “The first is 
where the thief intends to per¬ 
manently deprive the owner of 
his car and the second is where 
the thief intends to deprive the 
owner of his car temporarily. 
It is interesting to note that 
about 45 per cent of all persons 
arrested for auto theft last year 
were juveniles and that most 
of these arrests were in connec¬ 
tion with the theft of cars for 
joy rides or for the purpose of 
having transportation to com¬ 
mit a crime. 

Beware the Professional 

“It is difficult to protect your 
car from a professional auto 
thief, but a great deal can be 
done by the public in prevent¬ 
ing the theft of cars for short 
rides or overnight possession.” 

A few simple rules will go 
a long way toward preventing 
this type of theft:

Sierra Madre residents in the 
Elkins tract, which constitutes 
the city's Lighting District No. 

1, will receive tax bills in the 
fall covering 36 months 
through Oct. 31, 1954. The bill¬ 
ing was be based on a rate of 
$1.78 as a result of the tax 
levied Tuesday night by the 
City council.

MRS. GRANT RADDON GIVES FIRST-HAND 
DESCRIPTION OF CRESTLINE FOREST FIRE 
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While vacationing recently at 
Crestline, the Grant S. Raddons 
of 124 Vista Circle Drive found 
themselves front-row center at 
a flash forest fire. 

The fire was seen first by 
Mrs. Raddon and son, Charlie, 
and here's her account of it: 

‘‘We had left the cabin and 
were walking towards our car 
when a fir tree not more than 
30 feet away seemed to explode 
right in our faces. It was terri¬ 
fying. 

Spotted by Rangers 

“I called to my husband and 
he told me to get in the car and 
race to the village to make sure 
they were alerted. Thanks to 
ranger fire spotters and an 
alarm system, the volurrteer de¬ 
partment similar to the one we 
have here in Sierra Madre, was 
already starting on its wty. 

‘‘I noticed that no cars fol¬ 
lowed the engines and ladder 
trucks. People who wanted to 
help walked to the fire. There 
were no road blocks. 

“The fire had started in a 
small, abandoned cabin and 


had smoldered along in brush 
and debris until it became hot 
enough to attack the trees. The 
volunteer department quickly 
put out a blaze that was 
threatening one large cabin. 
Then, with the wind in their 
favor they quickly dispatched 
what might have become a full 
size forest fire. 

“Anyone who felt the inten¬ 
sity of the heat and saw the 
quick-spread of flames through 
the brush would realize anew 
the danger of having anything 
so inflammable near their 
home. 

Praises Efficiency 

The fire worked so fast that 
only the volunteer boys’ effi- 
citncy. the break in the wind 
and the cooperation of every¬ 
one prevented a holocaust. 

"It would have been educa¬ 
tional,” says Mrs. Raddon in 
conclusion, “for all Sierra Ma- 
dreans to have seen with their 
own eyes the speed of those 
hungry flames and the value of 
being alert in watching for and 
preventing fires.”

Il's great to get away and it’s 
great to get back. 

To learn that a fire call came 
in during our vacation absence 
makes us feel that we missed 
something. The fire at the con¬ 
demned Davis property proba¬ 
bly did not mean much to those 
who were responsible, but for 
such a fire to spread to other 
property could spell grealt dam¬ 
age.

To be aroused from 
a deep sleep after a day s work 
is not altogether pleasant, it 
is felt that the fire was started 
by vandals. Only severe penal¬ 
ties should be imposed on those 
who start fires intentionally.

1. Always lock your car 
completely, even though your 
absence is for a short dura¬ 
tion. Many an owner has 
started a young man on a 
criminal career by negligent¬ 
ly leaving his car unlocked 
with the keys in the ignition. 

2. Keep a record outside of 
the car of your license num¬ 
ber, engine number and va¬ 
rious other serial numbers 
which are stamped upon the 

car or the motor. This is of con¬ 
siderable value to the police 
in tracing a stolen car and 
is helpful to you in collecting 
your insurance. You should 
always carry proper insur¬ 
ance on your car and on the 
accessories and valuables 
which you may keep in the 
car.
